Back in 1914 the Russian plan for 
conquest of East Prussia was 
to 


advance with two 
armies one to 
the north and the other to the south 
of the notorious Masurian Lake re- 
gion. The northern army attacked 
near the Insterburg gap 
east of 
Konigsberg "and flung 
the Ger- 
mans back 
Then the 
southern 
' army drove up against the Ger- 
mans in the Allenstein sector and 
precipitated the historic battle of 
Tannenberg in which Field Mar- 
shal Von Hindenburg inflicted 
a 
great defeat on the czarist forces. 


The aging Von Hindenburg had 
spent much of his long life study- 
ing the Masurian lakes. He used to 
torture his troops with grilling ma- 
neuvers ecah year in this inhpspil 
"able country. Folk regarded him as 
daft on the subject 
but when it 
came to the show -down in East 
Prussia the Kaiser 
sent for the 


"old man-of the lakes" as the only 
general who knew that region. 


Well now the 
Russians 
once 
more are driving against'the Eas' 
Prussian border east of the Inster 
burg gap and the Hitlerites have 
;been counter-attacking with a fe- 
!-ocity v.hich in itself is recognuiotf 
of the possibility that the 
Red 
Army is trying to reach that stra- 
tegic gateway. At thc same time 
we get thc Russian flanking move- 
ment along the southern 
border 
southeast of Tannenberg. 


"•""* It's an intriguing picture but in 
calling attention to the similarity 
I'm- not suggesting that the Red 
generals are bent on duplicating 
' the strategy of their World ^yar 
predecessors. There may be trick- 
ery afoot. 
Anyway 
we needn't 
worry for fear thc Muscovites don't 
know t,hc perils of the lake coun- 
try. 


Thc great danger to the Hitler- 
ites m this situation as I see it 
lies in that flanking movement be- 
low East Prussia. One would ex- 
pect the Russians to develop this 
in an effort to trap the Hitlerite 
army on its own 
"sacred soil" 


which by the way 
is:one of his- 
tory's greatest battlefields. 


Such a Red drive woulcl flank not 


only the East Prussian cockpit but 
Warsaw to the south. And the Pol- 
ish capital is keystone of. the Vis- j 
tula line. The 
Russians " already I "WE
